DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restriction 

1. Applicant's election of Group I and Species I in Paper No. 10 is acknowledged. Because 
applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the restriction 
requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP § 81 8.03(a)). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Tharp 
(4,842,732). See diffuser plate 82. Anchor bolts 84 are seen to meet the limitation of a "rod." 
Regarding claim 6, see column 9, line 5. 

3. Claims 1,4 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ferri 
(4,882,053). See Figure 2 for example.
